360. and a Libarian was afterwards appointed, as well for the care of the books, as te 
attend to ſuch applications as might be made for them. Some additions were occafionally made 
in ſubſequent years by the late reverend Dr John Sharp; but it was not till after his Death 
«hich happened April 28, 1792 ; that rhe Truſt acquired the largeſt and moſt valuable part of 
this literary Treaſure, in virtue of ihoſe clauſes in his laſt will and Teſtament, which are ſubjoined

In this munificent Donation is comprehended the moſt valuable part of the Library of Dr John 
Sharp, Archbiſhop of York, a Prelate, whoſe learning and integrity can be unknown to thoſe 
only, who are trangers to the hiſtory of this Church and Nation. It was formed in the latter 
end of the laſt, and the beginning of this Century, and, beſides a very comprehenſive collection of 
the moſt efteemed works in I heoiogy and Ecclefiaſtical Hiftory, the beit Editions of all the Claſſic 
Authors, and of our own Hiftorians.,” contains a very curious aſſemblage of Tracts and Panph- 
lets, chiefly hiftorical and controverftal, during a Period of more than thirty years.
